take the election to the Su- 
preme Court to stop the 
counting. It was unclear 
exactly what legal action 
he might try to pursue. 
Vote tabulations rou- 
tinely continue beyond 
Election Day, and states 
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largely set the rules for 
when the count has to 
end. In presidential elec- 
tions a key point is the 
date in December when 
presidential electors meet. 
That’s set by federal law. 
Several states allow 
mailed-in votes to be ac- 
cepted after Election Day, 
as long as they were post- 
marked by Tuesday. That 
includes Pennsylvania, 
where ballots postmarked 
by Nov. 3 can be accepted 
if they arrive up to three 
days after the election. 
Trump suggested those 
ballots shouldn’t be 
counted. But Biden, briefly 
appearing in front of sup- 
porters in Delaware, urged 
patience, saying the elec- 
tion “ain’t over until every
